Bedford. [ Ind., Jan. 25.—Tho police 


investigation' into the mystery of the 
brutal murder of Miss Sarah C. Sena- 
fer. the pretty school teacher, was 
marked by an attempt to lay a trap 
for the arrest of one man, a Chlcagoau, 
clocely answering the description of 
tho supposed assailant, nnd tho plac- 
ing under close surveillance of anoth- 
er, a resident of Bedford and a student 
at the State University at Blooming- 
ton. 


A man with reddish brown hair was 


arrested In Bloomlngton as a suspect, 
and Is held awaiting tne Instructions 
of the police here. He gives his name 
as Thomas Uoyd. 


Suepsct Evades Trap. 


The Chicago man Is J. M. Walker, 


•who Is said to hive worked In a stone 
quarry. Tho trap was laid for the man 
by Detective John J. Halpln of the 
Central detail of Chicago, which tho 
main evaded. 
A warrant Is held for 


his arrest by Halpln. 


The Bedford young man who has 


been asked by the police to explain 
his movements on the night of the 
murder and his relations with the dead 
girl for several weeks before Is Joseph 
Heltger, 21 years old.-the son of a 
well to do grocer, and one of tho lead- 
ers of the younger set of Bedford so- 
ciety. 


• Denies Attempt to Kiss. 


As it developed,- ITeltger 
is

young man who three weeks ago was 
ordered by Miss Schafcr to leave the 
liouso nftar en nllcced attempt to em- 
brace her. Such Is.tho story told by 
the dead girl to her landlady and her 
roommate and written to her sister. 
Mrs. F. F. Cross. In Chicago. 
It Is 


denied in full by Heltger.. 


While considering the story told by 


Hcltger -worth further Investigation, 
Detective Halpln, who practically has 
been placed in charge of tho police 
work on the murder. Inclines strong- 
ly to the belief that the apprehension 
of the Chicago man will prove of value 
in the solution of the mystery. 


Walker Answers Description. 


Walker Is described

murder, and as having a reddish brown 


arrested In Chlcagc? it 'Is >alll:g~ed; oh 
complaint of a girl employed In a ho- 
tel In Clark street, who alleged he had 
defrauded her of $100 or more of her 
savings, and to save himself from 
prosecution he married her. 


X few weeks afterward his wife re- 


ported that ho had fled, and thereupon 
was Issued the warrant now held by 
Detective Halpln. Halpln has obtained 
Information to tho effect that Walker 
was not only In -Bedford, but that ha 
was also able to throw light on tho 
murder of Miss Sctmfer. 


Proves an Alibi. 


Heltger 
has 
been 
questioned at 


length concerning 'his whereabouts 
early In the evening of last Thurs- 
day. 
According to his otory he left 


his home shortly before 7 o'clock and 
proceeded directly to the old library 
building in Fourteenth Direct, between 
J and K streets, two blocks from the 
scene of the murder. A basketball 
game was held Thursday evening at 
tho Library building, and Heltger Is 
known to have attended It. 


According to his own statement he 


.arrived early, expecting ' to net as 
coach. At about 7 o'clock, he statod, 
he arrived rtf the library. The library 
building was about four blocks and a 
half from the Heltger residence, nnd 
the young man could bavo walked the 
•distance in a few minute;;. The route 
he took, according to his own story, 
docs not pass the alley where the girl 
was .murdered, while at one point it 
in within a short-distance from It. 


Father Sends for Son. 


Hcitger was In Bloomlngton Satur- 


day when he was ordered homo In a 
telegram sent by his father, Joseph 
Hcltger, Sr., at tlie request of the city 
officials. 
On his arrival at Bedford 


he went at once to tho city hall, where 
he was questioned by- Chief of Police 
Smith and Deputy'Prosecutor Steven- 
son. 
Afterward ho was prompted to 


return to Bloomington. 


"1 won't KO If you think I ought to 


stay," he said. "It may look to some 
people that I am leaving town be- 
cause of this murder Investigation." 


After Heltccr had left for Ulooai- 


Ington his room At home' was searched 
by Detective Halpln. It was reported 
later that the Investigation bad re- 
vealed nothing of Importance. 


BROTHER SEVERS HEAD 


FROM SISTER'S BODY 


Insane Farmer Declares That the Lord 


Commanded Him to Commit 


Murder.

Dunkirk, N. Y.~. J^.i. 25.—Miss Han- 


nah Hall. 30 years of ag-j, was mur- 
dered at her home in Van Burcn by 
her brother. Isaac Hall, who chopped 
off her head and afterward gave him- 
self up to the police. Hall, who Is 33 
years old. .declares that he obeyed a 
divine behest when he killed his sis- 
ter. He attacked her while she was 
asleep, first shooting her. Then drag- 
nlng tli2 wounded woman through tho 
bouse, he cut her throat and finally 
placed her neck across a chopping 
block and severed the. head from tho 
body. 


Hall and his sister lived alone, both 


parents being dead, nix miles west of 
Dunkirk. He was considered a model 
farmer nnd his sister wasji great fav 
orite- Hall was rj]i.i;lmis!y Ijts 


and fhore'is'no rtou";*'Vhat'he sudden- 
ly became insane. 


Frank Nichols, who lives near Van 


Bureii, six miles west of Dunkirk, was 
aroused by a noise nt his door. 
He 


looked out and naw Hall, a neighbor, 
standing In the snow. Ho opened the 
door nnd asked what was wrong. "I've 
killed my sister,. you'had better go 
over to the house," sold Hall, who then 
disappeared. 


Nichols dressed and hurried to the 


Hall farm. In tho woodshed he found 
tho body of Miss Hall covered with a 
piece of carpet. 
On top were a re- 


volver, pocket knife, butcher knife nnd 
ax, all covered with blood. 


Tho woman's head had been placed 


on a block and severed clean from the 
shoulders with the ax. The head also 
had been pounded into a shapeless 
mass. 


Chief of Police West placed Hall 


under arrest and sent him to the Fre- 
donla Jail. 
When questioned about 


the crime liall gave a rambling. Inco- 
herent story of being commanded by 
tlie Lord to kill his sister.

K for "the divine rights of-kings' 
•we substitute "the divine right ol 
majorities," wo have 
simply 
ex 


changed one form of tyranny for an 
other. Says tho -\Vnll Street Journal 
Louis XVI.'s arrogant expression of 
absolutism. "I 'am the state," was not 
more a denial of liberty that the 
maxim: "The voice of tho people is 
the voice of God." Yet It Is no more 
true than that oft quoted sentence: 
"God Is on the side of tho henries! 
artillery.", which Is only another way 
of saylnp that "might maltcs right.' 


As a matter of fact, rule by majori- 


ties may become as • tyrannical as 
the rule of a Caesar, 
indeed, I It 


would be better to be subject to the 
•will of a despot than to the will of 
a majority gone wrong. 


It 
Is 
well to come to an under- 


standing of this matter, for there is 
Increasing danger that the people, so 
long accustomed to deciding all ques- 
tions of majorities, and so accustom- 
ed to submission to the rule of the 
majority, may come to regard major- 
Hy rule as a sort of sacred thlnff. 
much as the subject In the middle 
ages looked upon his king as almost 
a divine being. 


There ar<- certain rights 
which 


arc Inherent In man. Majorities can- 
not deprive him of them except b'y 
act of tyranny. In the declaration of 
Independence, life, liberty 
and 
the 


pursuit bf happiness arc enumerated 
as nmnng these rights. 
if, 
then, 


majorities 
deprive 
Individuals of 


these rights the act Is none tho less 
an act of tyranny because It is per 
formed by majority rule. 


The only safeguards 
against 
the 


perversion of democracy-into tyranny 
of the will of the people Into des- 
potism. Is publicity, using that word 
in Its broadest 
significance ns in- 


cluding education, free speech and a 
free press. 
Because 
a. 
majority 


wills a thing does not 
make 
the 


thing right. 
There|f>re thoro Is a 


supreme necessity of educating tho 
majority In the right. 


This is true in the realm of poli- 


tics and It Is also true In the realm 
of business, and never was the truth 
more vital than It Is today. Our cor- 
poratlon are In form little republics. 
In theory they are governments by 
majorities. In practice they have, in 
most Instances, become a dopotism 
—often Intelligent and benevolent. It 
Is true, but sometimes oppressh'o and 
dangerous. 
In politics the will of 


the majority can often be held with- 
in bounds of reason by tho activity 
of an organized minority, aided by a 
comprehensive publicity, but In cor- 
porations minorities are usually dor- 
mant, unorganized or stilled. 
The 


majority does what it pleases and 
that might makes right. 
It regards 


an Inquiry by a minority stockholder 
as an 
Impertinence and withholds 


all information that is not ordered 
by a majority vote. 


There Is danger also of a perver- 


sion of the majority principle by the 
combinations of labor. ' Here, also, 
majority rule Is often made tho In- 
strument of oppression, 
depriving 


many of their freedom and denying 
to the minority workmen the right 
to work.

Tht -Prices Paid by Tobacco Men Are 


Not What Growers Claim Their 


Crop Is Worth. 


The soft weather of last Wednes* 


Vlay and Thursday .IIU wonders for 
the tobacco 
growers 
throughout 


Rock county. A tobacco buyer who 
has just returned from a trip through 
the county, said. "Fully one-third of 
the tobacco crop In the county had 
been taken down during last week. 
and I never saw the tobacco In such 
a* good clean healthy condition as 
It Is this year." 


Two loads of tobacco were deliv- 


ered at a local warehouse In this city 
Saturday. The prices remain about 
'the same 'as last week. Buyers pay 


from .7 to 10 cents, -but the growers 
do not take well to these prices, as 
they clnlm that the tobacco Is worth 
much more money, and will hold It 
until a fair price Is offered. . 
. There Is little In the tobacco situa- 
tion at present to give comfort to 
the warehouse worker or the grow- 
er. If we were to have case weather 
at once It would bo after Feb. 1st 
before the assorting rooms 
could 


open, and every week that the open- 
Ing Is postponed It removes the pos- 
sibility of a general movement ot 
the crop before the growers have as- 
oorted It. 
The .work of assorting 


cannot be carried far Into the sum- 
mer anJ "warehouse men do not want 
to load up heavily with bundled to- 
bacco for fear they cannot get suf- 
ficient help to run It over the tables 
during the shortened assorting sea- 
son. 


The buying of last season's tobac- 


co crop has been going on quite ex- 
tensively and In some localities has 
reached the activity of former years. 
The buyers for the American .Cigar 
Co. are out In nearly every growing 
section and are particularly busy In 
the northern Dane county section. .In 
the town of center; and In Vernon 
count where their sales foot up to 
a -good many hundred acres. The 
RosenwaM firm, under the direction 
of O. K. Roe. arc also active buyers. 
So far local firms, except In Vernon 
county) l|;ve not figured much in 
the deal.
